It would be impossible for Great 
Britian to hold South Africa unaid­ 
ed at thi> time, if the Doer revolt 
becomes general . 
The recent ef­ 
forts to induce Portugal to enter the 
war on the side of the allies may 
have been caused by warnings of a

African 
revolution. 
Por- 
• 
tuguese F a s t Africa 
borders 
the 
British possessions and a Portuguese 
arm y would he able to effect service. 
If the disaffected Doers arc able to 
create serious trouble, it may be a c ­ 
cepted a s certain that Great Britian 
will hold out sufficient inducements 
to Portugal to gain her assistance.

Their victory, 3 to 1, 


over the world’s champion Athletics 


reversed the title yesterday and won 


for tlid astonishing Braves not only 
the title, lmt the first time it ever has 
been won in four straight games. 


They beat the great Athletics so 
easily 
that 
yesterday 
the 
crowd 
seemed more like a congregation at 
a wake than a throng watching the 
finale of a 
world’s 
championship 
series. 
It was not as if the Athletics broke 
and threw away their games. 
They 
did not. They played their game and 
played it perfectly, and were beaten 
by the rush and determination of the 
Braves. 
The Athletics played just 
as they always do, figured the plays 
the same way and were stopped by 
pitching. 
.The Braves played more truly 
to 
their form than any team in a worlds 
series ever did. They were less than 
live per cent above what was expect­ 
ed of them, and the Athletics were 
less than eight per cent, below what 
we expected them to do. 
But the 
Braves, by that invincible and un- 
understandahle courage that carried 
them through the National League 
season 
swept 
the 
Athletics 
off 
their feet and beat them. 


It was 
not youth 
against 
age; 
weary team against a young 
and 
hustling one, but it was a lighting, 
aggressive, undaunted club against 
one playing the game according to 
prescribed rule and trying to match 
>kill and science against nerve and 
and aggressive attacks. 


The final game was almost a fore­ 
gone conclusion. 
The Braves were 
filled with that 
indomitable 
spirit 
that has carried armies and men to 
victory, and the 
Athletics, 
beaten 
and whipped at every turn and stopp­ 
ed by every kind of pitching, dropped 
their dobbers. 
It is a serious filing to charge a 
team with “quitting” but the Athle­ 
tics quit in the final game and in­ 
stead of lighting in the last ditch they 
went methodically through the game 
as if they were very dear friends ot 
the dead departed, playing their final 
respects.

What will he the outcome of the 
European struggle? 
All through the 
month of August while I was in Ger­ 
many there was the most absolute 
confidence among the 
]>eople 
that 
they would win and a determination 
that after victory they would exact 
such terms as would make it im­ 
possible for France ever to raise her 
hand against Germany again. 
In­ 
deed 
during 
the 
first 
advance 
through Belgium and into 
France 
when the Germans reached a point 


only a few miles from Paris, the fall 
of the French capital seemed inevi­ 
table and the French government by 
its removal to Bordeaux indicated 
that it regarded such a result as ex­ 
tremely probable. If it had not been 
for the delay occasioned 
by 
the 
plucky defense of the Belgians at 
Liege and hv the stubborn resistance 
made by the small army of English 
troops, the Germans would probably 
have been in Paris long ago. 


That would not have 
ended 
the 
war, but the immense contributions 
which the Germans would have lev­ 
ied upon that city would have gi­ 
ven her temporarily at least a very 
great advantage in the struggle. At 
present the prospects of the allies 
are more flattering and even the Ger­ 
mans by this time must be wonder­ 
ing 
whether 
in 
thus 
struggling 
against so many adversaries 
they 
have# not undertaken a task greater 
than they supposed— a task beyond 
their ability to accomplish. 


They arc likely still 
to 
obtain 
some victories. 
But in the long run 
the 
superior 
resources—especially 
the financial resources of the allies 
— are likely, if there be no disrup­ 
tion in their ranks, to insure their 
ultimate success, just as the super- 
ior resources of the North in our 
own Civil War financially, determined 
the struggle. 
After a year or two 
Germany and Austria may well find 
themselves financially unable to sup­ 
port the tremendous burdens of such 
a war and perhaps finally unable to 
feed their populations. 
It is from 
this cause rather than 
from 
the 
numerical inferiority of their armie 
that their final defeat is most likely 
to oeeur. 
If Germany 
and 
Aus- 
«iria has sufficient resources 
thev 
could probably 
defy 
the 
allied 
troops indefinitely. But the war 
is 
likely to end with the utter exhaus­ 
tion of at least one party and per­ 
haps or both parties to this terrible 
struggle. 


But if it shall be so that Germany 
and Austria are overcome, what will 
follow? 
Here there! is occasion for 
the greatest misgiving. 
Indeed the 
statesmanship which will be requir­ 
ed to adjust the claim.4 of the vic­ 
tors will be far greater than the. 
military genius required for the con­ 
duct of a 
successful war. 
There 
will necessarily be an effort to crip­ 
ple Germany so seriously that she 
can never again, at least during the 
present century, aspire to a position 
of leadership among llie European 
powers. 
Alsace and Lorraine will 
probably go back to France, an en­ 
ormous indemnity will he extracted 
to pay for the damages which the 
allies have suffered, especially for 
the destruction wrought in Belgium. 
The German fleet will he reduced to 
insignificent proportions so that En­ 
gland will have no cause to fear it 
in the future. 
Probably the Kiel 
canal will be neutralized 
for 
the 
equal service of all 
nations 
and 
possibly Schleswig-Holstein may he 
returned to Denmark. 
Bosnia 
and 
Herzgovina will most likely be an­ 
nexed to Servia. Italy, who will pro­ 
bably be involved before the struggle 
ends, 
may 
receive 
the 
Trent ino, 
Trieste and perhaps other places on, 
the Adriatic. 


And here we come to the most cri­ 
tical features 
of 
the 
settlement. 
What will Russia demand for her 
most important and vital 
part in 
this world struggle? 


At the present moment Russia has 
been more successful than the other 
allies. 
If this? should continue until 
the end Russia will claim to he the 
dominant figure in 
the 
settlement. 


No one can tell how- far the war will 
extend. If Turkey should become in­ 
volved, Russia will 
probably 
seize 
Constantinople, which has been her 
cherished aim for more than a cen­ 
tury, and thus secure entrance to 
the Mediterranean. 
This will be a 
menace to England’s communication 
with India. 
The dominions of 
the 
Czar have indeed already aproach- 
ed quite too near the English pos­ 
sessions by the land route and her 
purpose to dominate India, China, 
all Asia and at last the world, is 
well known to those who have stu­ 
died her history and policy. She will 
undoubtedly seek to 
acquire 
Aus­ 
trian Poland, Prussian Poland and 
the shores of the Baltic, and it was 
announced a few 
days 
ago (But 
probably without authority) that she 
proposed, if successful, to set up in 
Germany those independent 
states, 
like that of Hanover, which existed 
before the German empire was form­ 
ed; 
in other wrordsf to destroy the. 
German empire and break 
up 
its 
territory 
into 
little 
principalities. 
Thus she will become the supreme 
power in Europe as well as in Asia 
and 
irresistible 
throughout 
the 
world. 


Now Russian 
domination 
would 
be far more baleful for 
humanity 
than Germany dominion. 
The Ger­ 
man empire governs its 
own 
sub­ 
jects extremely well, better probab­ 
ly than any other government in the 
world. 
The Zabern incident and its 
arbitrary conduct in 
East 
Africa 
show that it has not yet learned the, 
art of governing people who are not 
German and whoarCnot sympathetic 
with German ideas, still Germany is 
an enlightened nation and the gen­ 
eral welfare of humanity, would not 
greatly suffer in her hands. 


But the Russian empire is semi- 
barbarous. 
Threc-fourts 
of 
the 
population 
are 
totally 
illiterate. 
Their habits of thought are mediae­ 
val. They are superstitious to the 
last degree and the tyranny of the 
autocracy has stifled not only their 
physical freedom but their spiritual 
life. 
They are practically a nation 
of slaves. 
The government is thor­ 
oughly 
and 
utterly 
corrupt. 
The 
press and all other agencies for the 
propogation of 
a 
healthy 
public 
opinion are remorselessly stifled and 
the terrible 
punishments 
inflicted 
upon those who venture to oppose or 
criticise the government. 
The poli­ 
tical police, administrative exile in 
Siberia, the secret trials and incar­ 
ceration in the terrible fortresses of 
Russia, the massacres 
of 
helpless 
communities of Jews at the 
insti­ 
gation of the government itself, all 
these tilings have long been a stench 
in the nostrils 
of 
humanity. 
The 
idea of Russia domination 
is 
un­ 
thinkable. 
It means the reversion of* 
all the world to a lower and baser 
type. 


If this war should end in the sub­ 
jugation of Germany iti s not im­ 
possible tlurt it may he foliowedf by 
a struggle between the allies them­ 
selves, just 
as 
the 
Balkan 
war, 
which ended in the defeat of Tur­ 
key, was followed by 
another 
be­ 
tween the nations that had ben vie- 
torius, and it may even be that in 
this way Germany may recover some 
of her power just as Turkey recov­ 
ered Adrianople from Bulgalia. 


Of course all 
these 
suggestions 
are merely imaginary forecasts of 
some of 
the 
possibilities 
of 
the 
struggle. 
The 
dismemberment 
of 
Austria, or on the other 
hand 
revolution in Russia and the estab­ 
lishment of more liberal institutions 
there and perhaps also in Germany 
and Austria, the spread of socialism, 
or perhaps a general federation of 
all the nations in a pledge to main­ 
tain the peace hereafter, all or any 
of these tilings are not beyong the 
limits of reasonable possibility. 


No one has or can have a very de- 
flinite idea of how it 
all 
will end. 
Perhaps differences between the al­ 
lies will develop during the progress 
of the war itsef and it may save thq 
German empire 
from 
the 
defeat 
which 
otherwise seems to he im­ 
pending. 
It is certainly true that 
the alliance between England 
and 
Russia 
is 
an 
unnatural 
alliance 
which cannot endure permanently. 
None of us can even faintly con­ 
ceive the whole of the tremendous 
field of possibilities that lies behind 
the present gigantic warfare between 
the great nationals of the world.

use the books in the library have to 
he jammed into some corner at some 
little table. 
Even then they have to 
undergo being jostled in 
order 
to 
make aisle room for other searchers. 
It is while working under such con­ 
ditions that the Indianian 
realizes 
the need o f his State for a new, li­ 
brary building. 
A new library building, such as is 
proposed f or tin* centennial, would 
put Indiana in line with such States 
as New York. Wisconsin, Missouri, 
Virginia, Kansas and other common­ 
wealths that 
have an appreciation 
of an extensive library service. With 
better accommodations the Indiana 
State Library would he able to lend 
books to every resident o f the Slate, 
the only requirement being that the 
borrower pay the parcel postage, a 
trilling sum.

La’s friends had kept scores and 
they all agreed that Ooh La with his 
eighteen Germans led them all.

The Fairview Burial Ground A sso­ 


ciation does not want four a c r e s of 


ground owned by John Smelser for 
aiij addition to 
the 
cemetery 
hud 
enough to pay $2,009, tlie price e s ­ 
tablished by tin* appraisers appoint­ 
ed by Special 
Judge 
Innis, 
who 
heard the ease last week. 
That the 
price w a s considered too high i> evi­ 
dent because a written dismissal was 
filed this morning in ihe circuit court. 
.The Fairview Burial Ground A sso­ 
ciation, which controls tin* cemetery 
at Fairview, desired an addition to 
the cemetery and filed a petition in 
court asking that appraisers he ap­ 
pointed to appraise tin* ground owned 
by Mr. Smelser. 
Smelser nl first op­ 
posed the appraisement and threat­ 
ened to appeal the ease to the higher 
court. 
Samuel Innis was appointed 
to hear the case and held that the 
Burial Ground Association had the 
right to exercise the power of emi­ 
nent domain and ordered apprala­ 
ment to lx* made by J. Milt Stiers, 
Cassius King and Lon Mull. 


The appraisers fixed tin* value o f 
the ground, the improvements 
and 
damages at $2.990, which would he 
five hundred dollars an acre. 
This 
price was satisfactory to Mr. Smel­ 
ser and he was ready to accept but it 
did not suit the 
cemetery 
people. 
They considered the price too high 
and made the fact known. 
The writ­ 
ten dismissal stated that they con­ 
sidered the valuation too great. The 
case was dismissed and the cost of 
the appraisement was placed among 
the other costs in the* case and will 
he paid by the plaintiff. 


One member o f the cemetery board 
charged that one o f the appraisers 
to his knowledge had been unduly 
influenced in making the apraiscmetit 
and stated that tin* Smelser land, in 
his opinion, wins not worth the $2,999 
as listed in the appraisement. 


The damage suit o f John \Y. Ryon 
against Clyde 
Kitchen, 
demanding 
$5,909, was dismissed this morning 
on motion o f tin* plaintiff 
and 
the 
costs taxed against him. 
Ryon al­ 
leged that Kitchen influenced his son 
Elmer Ryon to quit the employment 
o f his father and thus hurt Ids b u s i­ 
ness. 
It is understood that father 
and son have adjusted their troubles 
ami the ease is at an end.
